himself the. right: to take farther steps. 

“On these facts,” added the chancelfor, 
“prove that his majesty, the . 
and emperor, was-act the eld weakling 
that Prince Bismarck has been lately sug- 
gesting, and also prove that wermany in 
1870 did ‘ts utmost in such a direction of 
conciliation.” 

Caused a Sensation. 

This statement of the chancellor caused 
a decided sensation in the Reichstag, be- 
ing the first open and official answer on 
the part of the government to Prince Bis- 
marck’s charges. It is believed that 
Prince Bismarck will accept the challenge 
and take his seat in the Reichstag to 
answer Caprivi. 

Chancellor Caprivi urged the position of 
France as a reason why the army Dill 
should be passed. “The great parties in 
France,” he said, “do not recognize the 
peace of Frankfort.” The idea of Re- 
vanche is very popular.. The czar is the 
strongest guarantee of peace, but there 
is a certain uneasiness between the two 
nations, which must be taken into ac- 
count. We have made ail efforts to pre- 
serve the tie binding us.to Russia. The 
relations of Russia and France have 
doubtless been growing intimate for two 
years past. We must -be prepared for 
fighting, in case of war, on the two 
fronts, and we are not now prepared. 
We have lost the military supremacy ¢* 
Europe since 1870, because the vanquish- 
ed always prepares for war far more 


} ardently than the victors.. We rely on our 


allies, but we must endure the chief bur- 


den of preparation, becatise neither Aus- - 


tria nor Italy baye to tight on two frouits.

al Btory trom Texaa. 


Rome, Ga., November 23.—(Special.)— 
A very bold and daring robbery was com- 
mitted late last night at Little Row just 
over the line in Gordon county. A young 
merchant, Mr. W. H. Blankenship, was 


‘the victim. 


' Mr. Blankenship keeps the postoffice in 
his store at Little Row, and does a large 
mercantile business. Late last night he 
left his stere and went home and was 
preparing to retire when some one called 
for him at the gate.. He went out and 
saw three men faintly in the darkness. 
They told him that they would like to get 
into the store to buy some flour and meat. 

Mr. Blankenship frequently goes to his 
store after night and thought the men 
were some of his customers. It was too 
dark for him to see their faces as he went 
with them to the store. He unlocked the 
door and they followed him inside. 

He lighted a lamp and turned round to 
wait on his customers when he looked 
into the muzzle of three revolvers. He 
stood with his hands in his pockets. 

“Throw up your hands,” came the hus- 
ky command. 

He took in the situation at a glance. 
held all his money and with the dexter- 
ity of a slight-of-hand man he slipped it 


from his pocket and threw it behind the 


counter as his hands went up. The rob- 
bers, who wore black masks but whose 
bare hands showed them to be white men, 
then proceeded to bind Mr. Blankernship 
with a rope. His feet were tied and his 
hands bound behind him and a _ neglige 
shirt was tied over his face as he was 
stretched out on the floor. The robbers 
cursed him and kicked him several times 
in the side: until he cried out with pain.

How the Sports in Louisville Won at the Poo- 
Rooms 

Louisville, Ky., November 23.—(Special.) 
Local poolrooms have just discovered that 
some of their patrons have been playing, 
first, a pastpost game, or a sure ng on 
them for the past three weeks on the Nash- 
ville races. The results of the races were 
reeived by sports direct from NashVille 
over the Postal company’s wire before the 
poolrooms received information by the Weast- 
ern Union via New York. The idea was 
conceived by several Louisville sports who 
earried it into execution. The result of 
every race from Nashville was telegraphed 
here, but it was very seldom that more than 
two were played. Only a small amount 
was placed on each race, $40 being the 
highest that was wagered at one time. This 
was done to divert suspicion and had they 
given money to the proper persons to bet they 
might still be beating the game. Instead of 
that the money was handled by “pickers,” 
mio bet seldom goes above the two-dollar 
mark. 

It is impossible for the bedrooms to 
estimate their losses, but according to the 
best calculation they will be between 
$8,000 and $10,000.

It Was the Right Policy, 

We find in The Birmingham Age-Her- 
ald the following pleasing and friendly 
allusion to the attitude The Constitution 
maintained and the policy it pursued in 
dealing with the alliance movement which 
has played such an important part in 
southern politics during the past three 
years: 

Among the journalists of the south no one 
has sprung so conspicuously to the front iu 
the long struggle here in the south as the 
young man who presides over the columns 
of The Atlanta Constitution. From the begin- 
ning of the alliance movement clear through 
the attempt of some of its leaders to turn it 
aside into a separate political party no news- 
paper has, in our judgment, shown so clear 
an understanding of its real mature, or 50 
much tact in dealing with an excited and 
vari-colored condition. 

The Constitution- was, in brief, the chiefest 
journalistic connecting link between the 
farmers and the democratic party, and held 
many thousands steady when there was 
wavering all along the line. Its vast weekly 
circulation gave it a power that was first 
seen in the overwhelming victory of the 
Georgia state election. 

We have not had occasion to refer to 


this matter, feeling that it was unneces- 
gary to advertise in a boastful way the 
results of The Constitution’s policy. But 
the foregoing extract from a very kind 
article gives us something of an excuse 
for calling attention to some facts that 
appear to us to be interesting. It will 
be remembered that when the alliance 
began to develop in the south, and espe- 


cially in Georgia, a great many democratic | 


newspapers eyed it suspiciously, and the 
stronger it grew, the more suspicious and 
critical they became. The brethren 
thought they saw in this movement a 
great danger to the democratic party, and 
they made it the target of attack. They 
described it as undemocratic and danger- 
ous, and proceeded to antagonize the 
movement and its leaders. 

At this stage of the proceedings, The 
Constitution saw that democratic antagon- 
ism of the order would inyolve the party 
in this state in absolute ruin, particularly 
when the antagonism which was making 
itself felt and heard in the newspapers 
had no grounds to go on whatever. At 
once this paper interposed the policy of 
conciliation between the fiery democrats 
who were attacking the order and the 
hot-headed alliance leaders who were 
striking back. 

As the result of its attitude, The 
Constitution found itself in the thick of a 
spirited, controversy, having on its hands 
a heated discussion with some of the daily 
papers of the state, and with some of the 
leading papers of neighboring states. Our 
readers will remember some of the pecu- 
liar features of that discussion. The 
attitude of The Constitution was that a 
farmer could be a good democrat and a 
good allianceman at the same time, and 
that the alliance movement could only be 
dangerous to the democratic party by 
reason of the unjust and unwise attacks 
made on it by editors whose hindsight 
was a great deal better than their fore- 
sight; that the democratic leaders and 
editors ought to sympathize heartily and 
deeply with the farmers in their efforts 
to rid themselves of the evil results of 
republican legislation; and that unwar- 
ranted criticisms of their movement and 
unjustifiable interpretations of their mo- 
tives were calculated to cool their ardor 
as democrats and drive them out of the 
party. 

It was on these lines that The Censtitu- 
tion discussed the alliance movement, and 
with the distinct purpose of keeping the 
farmers of Georgia in the dem- 
ocratic party. The motives of 

the paper were freely . mis- 
interpreted, and it had to face a good deal 
of unreasuning and unreasonable criticism 
on the part of thoughtless editors who 
seem at all times utterly unable to appre-

TWO GUARDS ACCOMPANIED HIM 


His Father and Mother Both Confined to 
Their Beds—His Mother Is Danger- 
ously Tll—A Scene at the Home. 


In the home of his youth, between the bed- 
sides of his sick mother and father, Porter 
Stocks sat for an hour Tuesday night—at

His home-coming was peculiarly sad. To

Two special officers guarded the youthful 
Prisoner from the jail to his father’s home on 
Peachtree street, and guarded him during the 
hour that he sat talking to bis mother and 
father, both of whom lay on beds in the same 
room. After an hour’s stay at the bedsides 
ebb gl poy Porter Stocks was carried 

e by the guards, for his time 
had expired. 
The Picture in His Mind. 

In his cell at the jail a picture has been 
flitting through Stocks’s mind since his visit 
to his home. In the pictyre—one which he 
will™never forget—he sees himself enter his 
father’s home between two officers and 
ushered into a room, where his meéther lays 
dangerously ill aud his father lies suffering 
from a carbuncle on his leg, which makes 
walking impossible. Then he sees his mother 
weeping as she takes his hand, and sees that 
his father’s lip is quivering as he speaks to 
him. Then for an hour he sees himself sit- 
ting between them, downcast and miserable, 
the condition of his home being as sad as his 
own condition is grave. As if unconscious of 
the deep suffering going on about her, Porter 
Stocks sees little four-year-old Annie Stocks 


} playing about the room. It was a gloomy 


picture, but he could not banish it from his 
mind, So impressive was the scene that be- 
came a constant picture in Stocks’s mind, 
that the two guards who witnessed it could 
not rid themselves of it. Continually they 
thought of the deep tragedy they had wit- 
nessed, 
How It Came About. 

Mrs. John T. Stocks, the mother of Porter 
Stocks, has been sick for several days. For 
three or four days just passed her condition 
has grown worse, and become dangerous. 
She expressed a desire to see her son, fear- 
ing that she was going to die. 

tocks’s attorneys went before Judge Mar- 
shall J. Clarke yesterday with a request that 
Stocks be allowed to go home to see his 
mother. 
Clarke granted the request and issued 
the following order: 

“It being made to appear that the mother 
of Porter Stocks, who is contined in the jail 
of Fulton county, is critically ill, and at 
he desires to make her a visit. It is ordered 
that the sheriff permit him to do so, provided 

h a sufficient guard to prevent 
tne of his escape, and be eon- 
stantiy a*tended by such guard rnd that he be 
returned to said jail within an hour and a 
half from the time at which he is taken 
therefrom under this order. 

“MARSHALL J. CLARKS.’’ 

Thig order was placed in the hands of 
Sheriff Morrow to be carried out. He named 
Assistant Jailer Gilleland and Bailiff. Grier 
to accompany Stocks to his former home on 
his sad mission. They left the jail at 7 
o’elock last night and went to the Stocks 
home, next door to the Aragon hotel. 

They All » ept. 

The scene at the Stocks home when the 
party went in is described as a toaching one. 
‘he young man, resting under the grave 
charge of murder, had come home, as he had 
often dreamed and hoped he would—but not 
a free man. He had ceme under guard, and 
to the bedside of his mother, For an hour 
they talked together, but the grim shadow 
of the prison tinged their conversation with 
gloom’ and sadnes 


“Time’s up,”’ the guards said at last, ‘‘we 
must be going now.’ 


The parting was the worst of all. Those 
four people—mother, father, son and grand- 
daughter, were all the world te each other, 
aud all their lives were engulfed in shadows. 
Over the mother hung the probability of an 
early death. Over the son the shadow of 
worse than death. Over the father and 
little grandchild the dense gloom that fate 
often draws over the lives of even the in- 
nocent. 

As the young man rose to leave his mother 
burst anew into tears. The son wept too. 
And the father—the great big man. 

Even the guards shed tears. Only little 
Annie Stocks seemed not to comprehend the 
dreadful gravity of it all. 

Back to his cell the prisoner was carried, 
taking with him only the sad picture of

The debate on the Soldiers’ Home bill 
has begi™® in the house of representatives. 

The friends of the bill are more hopeful 
af its passage than they have yet been for 
the arguments set forth yesterday by 
Messrs. Fleming, of Richmond, and Smith, 
of Gwinnett, are yet unanswered and stand 
unanswerable. 

Everybody who heard the bill debated in 
the house yesterday say as much, It was a 
strong defense for the friends of the home 
aud it will be hard, indeed, to overcome 
the strength of that defense in the time 
yet allowed for the debate on the question. 

When the house had proceeded with the 
usual formalities of opening the session of 
the morning and several bills had been in- 
troduced by special request, the house took 
up the Soldiers’ Home bill as the special 
order for the day. 

The speaker called Mr. Rankin, of Gor- 
don, to the chair when the house 
went into a committee of the whole. 
and Mr. Rankin wielded the gavel during 
the entire session of the committee.

He didn’t have much to say about the

Hon. Bill Smith, of Gwinnett, was first 


to take the floor and, after arresting the 


attention of legislators, began to speak in 
fuvor of the measure. 

He was at his best and made several 
strokes of powerful oratory, bringing forth 
great and prolonged applause from the 
members and the crowds of men aud women 
who had assembled in the galleries of the 


house. 

He began by stating that he had a full 
realization of the fact that every member 
of the house was a peer of every other mem- 
ber, aud what he would say would be on 
the line that every mewber is honest and 
patriotic and conscientious in the desire to 
do what he thinks to be the best with the 
measure before the house. Then the speak- 
er went on to trace the causes that had 
given birth to the scheme of establishing 
the Soldiers’ Home for the old veterans of 
Georgia. He spoke touchingly of the first 
editorial Mr. Grady had written, calling off 
the effort to get appropriations or donations 
from the sympathizing friends of confeder- 
ate veterans in the north | 

He traced the way in which the home 
had come to be built in the city of Atlanta, 
showing that the erroneous idea that it was 
a piece of speculation on the part of those 
in charge of the home did Atlanta a great 
and grave injustice. He declared that it was 
himself who had, at the meeting of men 
from all parts of the state, made the mo- 
tion to locate the home in Atlanta, and 
that he did not live in Atlanta at the time, 
and does not now, and that the motion was 
sZ/onded by a one-armed veteran from 
away up in the county of Bartow. This to 
disabuse the mind of the house as to its 
being any speculative scheme on the part 
of the citizens of Atlanta, who have had 
the brunt of the work on their hands since 
this money was all collected. 

After this Colonel Smith went into a very 
clever description of what he had seen in 
his youth right here in Atlanta, and said it 
was, indeed, hard for a man who has never 
been @ a battle to value the services of 
these men who are now filling the poor- 


houses of the state, and who are seeking | 


an entrance into this home. Talk to him 
about its being all sentiment, a people with- 
out bravery and a e without culture 
and refinement. Talk to him abouc forget- 
ting the past. He was ae to this union, 
png Hk as any man in it, but when that 
time arrived en he would have no past 
to love and cherish, he would want his 
reason dethroned so that he could not con- 
template the future. Talk to him about 
economy. He has always fought for econ- 
omy on the floor of the house and would 
always be fighting for it as long as the peo- 
ple of his county saw fit to trust him with 
membership in the house, but he was one 
that couldn’t write the word economy by 
the side of a confederate veteran in need of 
a home. Talk to him about economy when 
the keys are already in the locks of a splen- 
did home for the old soldiers, with bats and 
owls sole occupants of the premises around. 
He appealed to the young men of the house 
to support the bill for the sake of perpetu- 
ating pride and loyalty to the dear, dead, 
old south of long ago. 

Closing, he made a.strong and beautiful 
anneal to the patriotism and loyalty to the 
*“members_and give the soldiers who need 
it a home for the rest of their short days. 

It was a great speech and was well re- 
ceived by all the members and by the peo- 
ple in the galleries, who frequently applaud- 

rapturously. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, the author of 
the bill and who has been at the head of the 
fight for its passage, next took the floor and 
spoke for nearly an hour in favor of the 
passage of the measure. He 8 calmly 
and with much deliberation all the while 
but ‘with that earnestness that showed how 
near to him is the cause of the ex-confed- 
erate soldier who needs a home in thise 

iping times of peace. He was in a humor 

or speaking on this line and made one of 
the most argumentative speeches ever ad- 
vanced for the acceptance of the home. 

He started out by saying that he hau 
great faith in the power of truth and simple 
honesty. He would appeal to the reason 
of men rather than to their hearts on this 
issue, though he found it a very difficuit 
thing to do to lock up his sentiments oun 
such an issue. 

“They tell me,” said Mr. Fleming, “that 
the soldiers’ home Dill is going to be de- 
feated. 1 don’t believe it. Not till the roll 
is called and it is giver to me in black 
and white will I believe that the members 
of this house are so inclined to the poor old 
soldiers of the south who gave 7 their 
richest tribute, their all on earth for the 
sake of the lost ciuse. 

“T have tried to fathoun the source of the 
opposition to this bill but have come to the 
conclusion that it exists in no other cause 
than that of some of the members are la- 
boring under a false impression of the real 
merits of the bill. Unfortunately in the 
last house the bill was condemned by a se- 


law two years bence and thet sell it at a 
profit to the state. Mr. Fleming called his 
attention to the plan, but he simply dis- 
missed it with the declaration that he feared 
such a step would prevent the passage of any 
other law to give comfort to the old soldiers 
and that he was in favor of giving them help 
but of giving it to them at their homes, 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, spoke next 
on the bill opposing it with many arguments. 
He said it was wroug to switch the debate 
off on the bill by Sears, of Webster, for 
the special order of the day is the bill to ac- 
cept the home. Among his reasons for op- 
posing the acceptance of the home was that 
the soldiers would be under the direction of 
superior officers and would have to knuckle 
to their nods and wishes, while in the poor- 
house farms they were more at liberty and 
had their wives and children at their sides. 

If the is true,”” he declared “these 

old soldiers are too poor to pay their rail- 
road fare to the home that is built for them 
and this would necessitate additional x- 
pense to the state.” He took the ground 
that this home already belonged to the 
soldiers by voluntary subscription and that 
they ought to have the benefit of it, if it is 
going to be sold by the state, as Mr. Flem- 
ing had suggested, after two years. Why 
pet get the courts to order it to be sold 
now and give the profit of increased valua- 
tion to the soldiers in cool, hard cash at their 
homes was the trend of his argument. 
_The house Lere resumed session by mo- 
tion of Bennett, of Wayne, the committee 
of the whole having dissolved and reported 
progress, asking leave to sit again. 
efore this was done, however, Harrison, 
of Quitman, moved that a forcea vote be 
taken on the home bill next Wednesda 
at 12 o’clock m. This was withdrawn af- 
terwards to allow men from both sides to 
confer about when a vote shall be takeh, 
so as to allow perfect fairness to both sides 
of the question. 
The house agreed on the last minute yes- 
terday not to adjourn today. The motior 
was made and the ker was calling for 
the vote when Hill, of Meriwether, arose 
and opposed the motion making uite a 
ech against taking a recess for Thanks- 
' Day. It was defeated and the house 
will have a session today if a quorum can 
be had, which is very doubtful. If not, the 
committee will put in a gord day’s work 
on the bil’s that have been submitted to 
them for action.
